1 . FACILITATIVE ASSISTANCE IS REQUESTED FOR THE CHAIR- 
MAN OF THE FRG BUNDESTAG LABOR AND SOCIAL AFFAIRS COM- 
MITTEE, EUGEN GLOMBIG (SPD), WHO PLANS TENTATIVELY TO 
VISIT THE U.S. APRIL 11-24. HE WILL BE TRAVELLING WITH 

HIS WIFE. 

2. GLOMBIG'S COMMITTEE IN THE BUNDESTAG REVIEWS GOVERN- 
MENT PROGRAMS AND PREPARES LEGISLATION ON LABOR, HEALTH 
AND SOCIAL PROBLEMS. ITS RESPONSIBILITIES INCLUDE 
GOVERNMENTAL PROGRAMS FOR THE REHABILITATION AND EMPLOY- 
MENT OF DISABLED AND SEVERELY HANDICAPPED INDIVIDUALS. 
GLOMBIG HAS STRONG PERSONAL INTEREST IN LATTER AREA 

SINCE HE IS HIMSELF SEVERELY DISABLED. GLOMBIG HAS 
AUTHORED MANY GERMAN LAWS ON THIS SUBJECT AND FOLLOWS 
CLOSELY INTERNATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS IN THIS FIELD. HE 
ALSO IS AN ACTIVE SUPPORTER OF THE INTERNATIONAL SOCIETY 
FOR REHABILITATION OF DISABLED IN NEW YORK. 

3. GLOMBIG'S PRIORITY INTERESTS INCLUDE LATEST DEVELOP- 
MENTS IN THE U.S. ON REHABILITATION AND EMPLOYMENT PRO- 
GRAMS FOR SEVERELY HANDICAPPED INDIVIDUALS, INCLUDING 
PSYCHOLOGICAL AND MEDICAL REHABILITATION AS WELL AS 
SHELTERED WORKSHOPS AND VOCATIONAL TRAINING PROGRAMS FOR 
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HANDICAPPED INDIVIDUALS. HE IS ESPECIALLY INTERESTED IN 
WHAT IS BEING DONE WITH MOST SEVERELY HANDICAPPED CASES, 
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AS WELL AS PROGRAMS FOR WAR INJURED AND REHABILITATION 
PROGRAMS ADMINISTERED BY SOCIAL SECURITY ADMINISTRATION, 
THE VETERANS' ADMINISTRATION AND OCCUPATIONAL HEALTH AND 
SAFETY PROGRAMS OF DEPARTMENT OF LABOR. 

4. IN ADDITION TO HIS INTEREST IN PROGRAMS FOR DISABLED 
INDIVIDUALS, HE ALSO HAS INTEREST IN U.S. EFFORTS TO DEAL 
WITH PROBLEMS OF ESCALATING HEALTH COSTS AND U.S. EFFORTS 
TO DEAL WITH UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM, SINCE HIS COMMITTEE 
IN THE BUNDESTAG IS ACTIVELY INVOLVED WITH THESE PROB- 
LEMS IN FRG. 

5. PRIOR TO GOING TO WASHINGTON, HE WOULD LIKE TO VISIT 
INTERNATIONAL SOCIETY FOR REHABILITATION OF DISABLED AND 
OTHER SUCH INSTITUTIONS IN NEW YORK FOR CONSULTATIONS 
WITH EXPERTS ON REHABILITATION PROGRAMS. IN 
WASHINGTON, HE WOULD LIKE TO HAVE CONTACT WITH THE AP- 
PROPRIATE PARTS OF THE DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH, EDUCATION 
AND WELFARE INCLUDING THE REHABILITATION SERVICES AD- 
MINISTRATION, WITH HIS COUNTERPARTS IN U.S. SENATE AND 
HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVE COMMITTEES DEALING WITH THESE 
PROBLEMS AS WELL AS WITH AFL-CIO. IN VIEW OF HIS INTER 
ESTS, WE HAVE CONSULTED WITH IRVING BROWN, AFL-CIO 
EUROPEAN REPRESENTATIVE, WHO SUGGESTS THAT HIS AFL-CIO 
CONTACTS INCLUDE J. TURNER AND HUNTER P. WHARTON OF THE 
INTERNATIONAL UNION OF OPERATIONAL ENGINEERS, WHO ARE IN- 
VOLVED IN REHABILITATION PROGRAMS. WE ALSO SUGGEST CON- 
TACTS WITH WALTER J. BURKE, SECRETARY TREASURER, UNITED 
STEEL WORKERS, WHO HAS BEEN INVOLVED WITH PROGRAMS IN- 
VOLVING DISABLED AND RETARDED PERSONS. 

6. ALSO GLMBIG WOULD LIKE TO VISIT SOUTHERN PART OF 
U.S. AND WOULD APPRECIATE SUGGESTIONS. 

7. THE DEPARTMENT'S ASSISTANCE IS REQUESTED IN PREPAR- 
ING A DRAFT PROGRAM AND MAKING APPOINTMENTS FOR GLOMBIG 
WITH THE ABOVE OFFICES AND PERSONS. THE EMBASSY RECOM ’ 
MENDS THAT EUR LABOR ADVISER DANIEL GOOTT, WILLIAM 
YOFFEE, INTERNATIONAL LIAISON REPRESENTATIVE OF THE 
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DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH, EDUCATION AND WELFARE, WHO WAS 
ACTIVE IN THE NEGOTIATIONS OF THE RECENT FRG-US SOCIAL 
SECURITY TREATY, AS WELL AS MR. ED LONERGAN, ILAB, U.S. 
DEPARTMENT OF LABOR, BE CONTACTED FOR SUGGESTIONS ON 
GLOMBIG'S VISIT TO WASHINGTON AND THE U.S. IN VIEW OF 
THE IMPORTANT ROLE THAT HE PLAYS IN THE FRG ON LABOR 
AND SOCIAL MATTERS. THE EMBASSY ALSO SUGGESTS THAT MR. 
VAUGHN DELONG AND MR. HENRY REDKEY, WHO VISITED THE 
FRG JAN. 31 - FEB. 14, 1975, ON AN INTERNATIONAL PROJECT 
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TO PREPARE A GREENLEIGH ASSOCIATES STUDY FOR CONGRESS 
ANALYZING AND EVALUATING THE ROLE OF SHELTERED WORK 
SHOPS IN THE REHABILITATION AND EMPLOYMENT OF SEVERELY 
HANDICAPPED INDIVIDUALS TO DETERMINE, IF ANY CHANGES 
NEED TO BE MADE IN THE U.S. TO MAXIMIZE THE EFFECTIVE- 
NESS OF REHABILITATION AND EMPLOYMENT EFFORTS. (THE 
INTERNATIONAL COMPONENT OF THIS STUDY INCLUDED VISITS TO 
THE FRG, DENMARK, SWEDEN, POLAND AND THE NETHERLANDS)
